At the close ot the war he filled the 


Pulpits as pastor of the Second Con- 
gregational church at Westfield, Mass 
and in the First Congregational church 
at Kansas City.

Sunda> 


School association today organized a 
conference which during the next three 
days will consider the negro problem 
in Its several phases, for the purposp ol 
ascertaining the present mental, mora 
and religious condition of the 
negro 


and the advisability of the Interna- 
tional Sunday School association en- 
tering into the practical work of negro 
education. 


The more than a score and a half of 


negro educators and others who are 
here to participate in the 
conference 


are the guests of W. N. Hartshorn, 
chairman of the executive committee 
of the .International Sunday School as- 
sociation, by whose, efforts the confer- 
ence was brought about. Mr. Harts- 
horn. In outlining the purposes o£ the 
conference, states that it is hoped to 
discover the condition of the negro at 
the present time as regards religion 
and the mental and moral standing of 
the i-ace; to determine the practicabil- 
ity of the International Sunday School 
association furnishing instructors to 
the institutions devoted to the educa- 
tion of the'negro, and to secure 
the 


opinion of the management and faculty 
of these institutions regarding the plan 
and an idea of what will be done to co- 
operate with them. 
.The plans for the ronsjfiprMion of 
the subject provide for its discussion 
under lour heads, representing the 
chief phases which bear upon the re- 
sult 
looked 
for. 
Each 
to.olc will be 


treated by four speakers? two of whom 
will be white and two colored, and all 
from the southern part of the country 


The several topics to be considered 


are • the negro as he was 50 years ago " 
the negro as a free man," "the present 
condition of the negro," and "the pres- 
ent needs of the negro along the lines 
of mental, moral and religious develop- 
ment. ' With the 
knowledge 
gained 


from the discussion of these several 
subjects it is hoped to have the Sun- 
flay School association plans consider- 
ed b_v the gathering through its treat- 
ment by four additional speakers' two 
colftred and two white, as in the other 
discussions.

of the conference this forenoon, Bishop 
William F. Mallalieu of the Methodist

Search This Afternoon 


State Inspectors Byrne and Barrett, accompanied by Constable Mur- 


'tih Conway of Billerica and Deputy Supt. Welch of the local police depart- 
ment, left the police station this afternoon at 2.30 o'clock for the purpose 
of paying a visit to the scene of the shooting yesterday as well as to follow- 
up some clues which have come to light during the past few hours. 


They went out by electric car, and leaving the car just beyond the lone 


pine tree made a systematic search of the territory adjacent to the place 
where the shooting is said to have taken place. 


It is the concensus of opinion that the yeggs are within a radius of 


ten miles of Lowell, inasmuch as they are able to travel safely only between 
the hours of twelve o'clock, midnight, and three or four o'clock in the 
morning. 
They speak a tongue foreign to people of this vicinity arjd do 


not inquire the roads to different places for fear that their whereabouts will 
be telephoned to the police station and they be apprehended.

yet found.

without having any other tangible in- 
formation.

heard that Mrs. 


Phuttinger had gone to Gloucester af- 
ter the disappearance of her husband, 
and they will search for her there. 


That the man wa^ buried alive is (he 


opinion of those who closely examined 
the body. Dr. Jones said that the skull

Williams' story of his narrow escape from death at the bauds of a bandit appears in another column, 


and there are none who know Mr. Williams who would doubt his veracity. His story of the shooting is believed b.v 


the police because the police know Mr. Williams. I1U home is at 222 High street, and the attempt on bis life was 


the most deliberate ever recorded in this city, and the wretch who fired the shot that cut the crown in Mr. 


Williams' hat was a murderer at heart, so say the police. 


The affair has siirred the local police to unusual action, and the slate police have taken a hand. \ The 


woods in the vicinity of the scene of the shooting have been searched by the police but without results. 


The police found a hobo cnmp, the dying embers of a fire, and last but not least a foreign document and 


Socialistic papers. Everything points to the work of the Gutman gang, the bandits who reveled in a reign of 
terror in Boston some two or three weeks ago. 


The men who shot Police Officers Emerson and McDcrmott arc, the people believe, the men who fired on 


Bert L. Williams, and the people of Lowell and other cities .ire calling for the assistance of the state militia. 


There was a strange woman seen in Chelmsford street yesterday, not far from the scene of the shooting 


and the attention of the police is called again to I.eontine Maurcn nnd her sUtor Elizabeth who are supposed to 


be sharing the outdoor life of (he fugitive bnnd of outlaws.

once was brought about. 
Mr. Harts- 


horn, in outlining the purposes of the 
conference, states that it is hoped to 
discover the condition of the negro at 
the present time as regards religion. 
;inrj the mental and moral standing ot 
the race; to determine the practicabil- 
ity of the international Sunday School 
association 
furnishing 
instructors 
to 


the institutions devoted to the educa- 
tion oC the negro, and to secure 
the 


opinion of the management ond faculty 
of these institutions regarding the plan 
and an irjea of what will be done to co- 
operate with them. 


The plans for the consideration of 


(he subject provide for its discussion 
under four heads, representing the 
chief phases which bear upon the re- 
sult looked 
for. 
Each topic will be 


treated by four speakers, two of whom 
will be white and two colored, and all 
from the southern part of the country. 


The several topics to be considered 


are "the negro as he was 50 years ago," 
"the negro as a free man," "the present 
condition of the negro." and "the pres-

subjects it is hoped to have the Sun- 
day School association plans consider- 
ed by the gathering through its treat- 
ment by four additional speakers, two 
colored and two white, as in the other 
discussions.

He has to purchase 
the gun himself and In many cases he 
probably doesn't care .to go to the ex- 
lense of purchasing anything very ex- 
pensive. Under those conditions 
the 


men, many of them, probably get what 
ipporirs to be serviceable, in view of 
ho fact, lo them, that there will be 
seldom, or almost never, the necessity 
of firing a revolver. Not only should

and above all else, revolver 
practice.

Ryan summoned an automobile, and,

modern rapid-fire guns.

Kingston, N. H., with a posse, arrived 
soon after, also Sheriffs Scott, Nelson, 
Gooch, Dwyer and Officer • Flanagan 
from Exeter; Chief Chaison and Offi- 
cer Smith of Hampton, Seabrook sher- 
iffs, the entire police force from Salis- 
bury, and Officers Woodman, Murphy, 
Ayres and Deputy Sheriff Lynch from 
Newburyport. 


Before this, word had been sent to

ter, and he also arrived from the state 
house a. little later.

owing the addition yesterday of two 
victims to the death list and with 
sporadic outbursts of 
lawlessness In 


various parts of the city, indicating 
hat the mob spirit still prevails in 
Springfield. 
Governor 
Deneen 
last 


night issued six proclamations, ofter- 
ng rewards aggregating 51200 for the 
arrest and.conviction of the mur- 
derers of the riot .victims. 


The death list now numbers seven, 


but since one death was due only in- 
directly to the disturbances, no official 
notice has been taken of it- The gov- 
ernor's proclamation, identical in each 
case, except the name of the victim 
and the method ot death, follows: 


"Whereas, I am oftlcinlly informed 
hat on the fifteenth day of August, 
190S, William Donnigan was assaulted 
arid lynched at the corner of Spring 
ind Edwards streets in the city of 
Springfield, 
Sangamon 
county, 
and 


died from the effects of such assault 
and lynching 
on 
Sunday morning, 


August sixteenth; and 


"Whereas, .every

made to apprehend the murderers of 
the said William II. Donnigan who 
are still at large now. 


"Therefore, I.

LONG RACIAL ANTAGONISM 


The present riots, according to old 


citizens, are the result of years of ra- 
cial antagonism. Each year, has seen 
an augmentation of the colored popu- 
lation. It Is said that during the last 
year a thousand negroes took up thejir 
abode in the city, giving the city a col- 
ored population of about 3000 persons. 


"They are getting too bold and Impu- 


dent," said a hotel keener yesterday. 
"People outside the city cannot realize 
just how offensive this .was. The peo- 
ple of the state at large will discover 
that the outbreak of last Friday was 
not the result of momentary irritation, 
a temporary ebullition of violence Su- 
perinduced by heat. The under current 
of resentment growing for years need- 
ed only a pretext, and the assault on a 
white woman furnished that pretext. 
The streets arc quiet now because the 
troops are here, but that is no assur- 
ance that the question is settled. For 
the most part the people would have 
liked to see the matter settled without 
the intervention of the soldiery. 
The 


fact that the trouble.is costing busi- 
ness men thousands of dollars daily in 
ioss of trade does not help matters. 
Personally. I think Gov. Dcnecn's stand 
for the protection of the negroes is cor 
rect. hut the average workingnian has 
little, sympathy with it'.'

Carpet bags, valises and trunks and

that all negroes return to Springfield 
and hot enter other cities, seems of no 
avail. Hotels are devoid of negro por- 
ters, waiters and other colored assist- 
ants.

A correspondent of the

Dr. Henry Hopkins, former president 
of Williams college, died of pnemonia 
at Botterdam today, according to a 
telegram received by his brother. Col. 
A. U Hopkins of this town. Dr. Hop- 
kins bad bfien ill for six days. 


The resignation of Dr. Hopkins as 


president of Williams college took ef- 
fect at the eommencernerrr last June. 
A few days later he sailed for Europe 
accompanied by his wife and his two 
(laughters, Alice and Louise. On . the 
way across he suffered from a severe 
attack of Indigestion, but 
apparently 


recovered upon landing. He was tak- 
en ill again In Rotterdam,

Henry Hopkins, A. II., D. D., L.L. D., 


was born in this town on November 30,

Hopkins, a well-known :educator. He 
graduated from Williams In 1853 and 
studied theology two years In Union 
Theology seminary, entering the min- 
istry in 1S61. He was appointed one 


of the chaplains in the United States 
army by President Lincoln and served 
at Alexandria from 1861 to 1864 and 
later as chaplain in the field with tho 
120th New York volunteers. 


At the close of the war he tilled the 


pulpits as pastor of the Second Con- 
gregational church at "vVestfield, Mass., 
and in the First Congregational church 
at Kansas 'f'ltv. 


He was elected president o£ Wil- 


liams college In 1902, but' ill 
health 


forced his resignation In 1907 to take 
effect- a year later. . 


Ho married Miss Alice Knight of 


East Hampton in 1866, but she 
died 


threo years later, leaving 
him two 


daughters. He subsequently married 
Miss Jeanetto M. Southworth, oL Ben- 
nlngton, Vt, in 1876, by whom he had 
two sons. His widow and four chil- 
dren. Alice, Louise, Arthur and Henry 
survive him.
